JERUSALEM — .After the devastating 
suicide bombing that killed 19 Israelis on 
Sunday, an old word has emerged with 
new force in Israel’s political vocabulary:

It means that Israelis and Palestinians 
should go their different ways, and its 
leading exponent is Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Rabin. 

Since the latest mass deaths, mostly of 
young soldiers, he has made “separation" a 
clarion call and says his government will 
start as early as next week to figure out 
how to do it! 

He is determined, be says, that people 
living in Israel proper, his mam concern, 
will no longer be “vulnerable to terror" 
from the Gaza Strip and West Bank, in- 
habited by Palestinians.

For Chechen Civilians, No Haven From Brutality

GROZNY, Russia — There is no apparent strategic 
or tactical reason why anyone would want to destroy 
the Home for the Elderly and Disabled in Grozny. 

It’s a lovely old place with a graceful yellow facade 
and outdoor gardens, and the only residents are widows 
in their 70s and 80s who, if they can still walk, spend 
their days shuffling through the corridors and listening 
to the war raging around them. 


Yet one day last week, the violence that has envel- 
oped Chechnya made a house call. A Russian artillery 
shell slammed into the home, smashing through 
wall and reducing the home’s pretty little me

smithereens. 

“We used to have little concerts, movies, singing and 
dancing, some talks about various topics," said the 
caretaker, Malika Ptashinskaya, 32, who is virtually the 
only person still caring for the home’s 60 surviving 
residents. “Now we don’t even have heat anymore." 


All over Chechnya — in shabby little villages on the 
plains, in rugged hamlets in the Caucasus Mountains 
and in the shell-blasted capital of Grozny — the Rus- 
sian military has shattered buildings and lives with the 
appalling brutality and randomness of modem warfare. 

A visitor to the separatist republic these days finds 
himself trudging past the nibble of a destroyed orphan- 
age. picking through the scorched remains of an out-

WASHINGTON — Fulfilling a prom- 
ise to help curb terrorism in the Middle 
East. President Bill Clinton moved T ues- 
day to prevent suspected terrorists from 
obtaining financial support through dona- 
tions and from organizations in the United 
States. 

An executive order signed by the presi- 
dent seeks to freeze any assets held by a 
dozen groups and 18 individuals who have 
been linked to acts of international terror- 
ism. and seeks to prevent them from col- 
lecting donations in the United States. 

Mr. Clinton used his authority to de- 
clare “a national emergency with respect 
to grave acts of violence committed by 
foreign terrorists to disrupt the Middle 
East peace process." 

He also said he was preparing legislation 
that would expedite deportation proceed- 
ings and criminalize domestic conspiracies 
to commit terrorist acts abroad. The legis- 
lation is also expected to implement a 
recent international agreement to “lag" 
plastic explosives with chemical agents to 
more easily track them. 

The While House effort is aimed not 
only at demonstrating further support for

WASHINGTON — Two years ago, the 
Clinton administration entered office with 
an ambitious agenda for changing Ameri- 
ca, fueled by optimism that the farces of 
government could be used to achieve that 
change. 

It wanted to reverse Republican policies 
on issues from abortion to the environ- 
ment to gun control; reorient spending to 
support families and help workers and 
business compete in the global market; 
reduce the deficit, and reinvent govern- 
ment to make it smaller and more efficient. 


-Now, at midpoint, the administration 
has had noteworthy accomplishments in 
all those areas — though they have been 
limited by budget constraints and political 
realities and eclipsed by its failures, partic- 
ularly the collapse of the-plan to overhaul 
the nation's health-care system. 

As President Bill CKnton prepared to 
deliver his third State of the Union mes- 
sage on Tuesday night, the buoyant tone of 
last year's address, with its proud recount- 
ing of first-year accomplishments and bold 
threat to veto any health-care legislation 
that fell short of guaranteed coverage for 


all Americans, seems like an echo from a 
bygone era. 

In its place is a new humility, full of 
acknowledgments that government cannot 
solve every problem even as the president 
seeks to convince a skeptical public that 
“government cannot walk away either." 

With Republican control of Congress, 
the administration confronts two bleak 
years in which much of its energy is likely 
to be devoted to retaining what it has put 
in place. 

Some of its programs, such as reforming 
government, are in danger of being over- 
taken by Republican demands for even 


greater cuts and changes. Others, such as 
regulatory initiatives, could be undone by 
the new Republican majority. And the new 
programs it has managed to implement 
could be eliminated or severely cut back. 

“There is clearly a threat to some of the 
key accomplishments that we achieved 
over these last two years, and there will be

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Yeltsin Demotes 
A Foe of Reform 


MOSCOW (WP) — President Boris 
N. Yeltsin of Russia, in a victory for the 
reform wing of his government, on Mon- 
day dismissed his privatization chief, 
who had alarmed investors with plans to 
re- nationalize Russian industry. 

Mr. Yeltsin had criticized his privati- 
zation director last week Tot “inept" 
statements, but the battle within the 
Kremlin over V ladimir Polevanov’s fate 
raged for several more days.' 

Free- market advocates inside the gov- 
ernment celebrated Mr. Yeltsin’s deci- 
sion, which followed months of a general 
slide away from reform and toward 
hard-line positions. 

“The entire country is not yet a bas- 
tion of the free market, and this fight will 
go on for a long time," one government 
adviser said. “But this represented the 
strongest challenge yet to privatization, 
and it was rejected."

Warning Signs on Mexico 
Couldn’t Ward Off Crisis

WASHINGTON — While the CKnton 
administration and the Mexican govern- 
ment were saying until late last year that 
Mexico was a booming example of an 


emerging market that would bring wealth 
to workers in both countries, warnings 
were running rampant in both capitals that 
severe economic trouble lay ahead. 

According to officials in Washington, 
the Treasury Department told several 
Mexican officials starting last summer that 
the country’s short-term borrowings had 
reached a dangerous level and that the 
peso was being kept artificially high. But 
on several occasions, officials said, the 
Mexicans said they were aware of the 
problem but that nothing could be done 
until well after the Aug. 21 election that 
brought Ernesto Zedillo Ponce de Le6n to 
power. 

In Mexico City, officials acknowledge 
that they knew the economy was in serious 
trouble months before the election. But 


they say that for political reasons, partly 
related to the election and partly to the 
ambitions of the exitiog president, Carlos 
Salinas de Gortaii to bead the new World 
Trade Organization, they chose to contin- 
ue borrowing and spending at a tremen- 
dous pace, sustaining the illusion of a 
thriving economy. 

Finance Minister Gufllermo Ortiz told a 
hostile meeting of the legislature in Mexico 
City on Monday that there had been an 
obvious “yellow tight" in Mexico’s balance 
sheets. While the government was to 
blame, he said, so was Wall Street, which 
“endorsed the economic policies and in 

K articular the exchange rate policy of the 
lexican government.” 

The series of warnings issued from 
Washington raises a number of questions 
about what the administration was saying 
in public about the health of the Mexican 
economy, signals that were picked up by 
both American companies and investors.

tions. 

The officials provided no concrete ex- 
amples of transactions they were seeking 
to halt. Rather, said one, “There is belief 
that funds are leaving the country in sup- 
port of terrorist organizations and this will 
stop and interdict that." 

Another official remarked: “It is not 
merely a question of symbolism, it is a 
question of good enforcement policy." 

The groups cited by the president in- 
clude such Arab- and islamic-based orga- 
nizations as Hamas, Hezbollah, the Pales- 
tine Liberation Front, Islamic Jihad, the 
Islamic Group and two Israel-based 
is, the Kach movement and Kahane 
both linked to the late Jewish mili- 
tant rabbi Meir Kahane.

ASHIYA, Japan — To^o^the wealthy neighbor-

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that it was not just luck that determined who lived and 
died in last week’s devastating earthquake. Money also 
played a role: 

While nature was democratic, in that the temblor 
rattled rich neighborhoods as well as poor ones, its 
consequences were not. Frequently, it was the poorer 
people’s homes that collapsed and buried them. 

So this week, many poor families are arranging funer- 
als and many rich ones are arranging vacations. Some 
wealthy people were among the 5,000 who died, of 
course! but disproportionately it was the poor and elderly 
who lost theft' homes, jobs and lives. 

The earthquake zone includes some of the wealthiest 
pans of Japan, and this riiy of Ashiya is famous as u 


playground of the rich. Nestled on the edge of the port 
city of Kobe, Ashiya was the setting for the famous novel 
“The Makioka Sisters,” Junichiro Tanizaki’s portrayal of 
the life of a wealthy family in the 1930s. 

Yet, if the Makioka sisters were around today, they 
probably would have come through the earthquake un- 
harmed, just as the Honda family did. 

Dr. Mrnora Honda and his wife, Yoriko, live in a

ROME — Whtn people look back on Pope 
John Paul 11*5 many voyages around the world, 
they may discern among them some defining 
moments: his 1979 appearance in Krakow that 
threw down the g3unllet to communism m his 
native Poland, or his 1993 vial to Denver that 
conjured a vision of spirituality among the young 
people of America. 

But his just-completed 63d a 20.&00-mile 
(33 700 - kilo meter) journey through Asia and the 
Pacific, may well be viewed as a turning point or 
a more personal kind: an attempt by the 74 -year- 
old Pope to shuck off the imagery of a papacy in 
decline and to project the idea that neither his 
health nor his age will deter him from mjecung 
his moral vision into the world’s business. 

Indeed, Vatican officials seem increasingly to 
suggest that as spiritual leader of 980 million 
Roman Catholics, and as unchallenged head of 
the world’s only major religious body in which 
power is so centralized around a single man, the 
Pope has come to sense that he is the only person 
to fulfill the role of global conscience. 

Who else, Vatican officials like to imply, could

The huge throng that greeted him at the begin- 
ning of the trip, in the Philippines, seemed to 
reinforce him in his view that with its ideologies 
fallen and its morality obscured by materialism, 
the world craves spiritual renewal. 

The turnout also was taken as a personal 
vindication, as evidence that, 17 years into his 
papacy, John Paul II can still draw his biggest 
crowd ever, just as skeptics were beginning to 
write him off. 

The Pope made dear that, though he walks 
slowly and with a cane and though his schedule is 
more limited than it was, his plans for the future 
are not so cramped. Two new encyclicals — one 
on the contentious matter of the sanctity of 
human life — are ready for publication. After 
Asia and Australia, be plans this year to visit the 
United States, Belgium, and Africa — making it 
what his spokesman, in an affirmation of papal 
resolve, called “tbe year of the five continents.

Mr. Dudayev said that he 
had heard that his son Avlur 
had been killed but that he had 
much more to think about than 
that. 

“Such sons have been killed 
here that my heart aches re- 
membering them." he said. “1 
have 30,000 innocent victims 
among civilians, and I can’t 
think about Avlur. My heart 
goes out to those miserable peo- 
ple whom I was not able to 
defend.” 

Some Russian POWs have 
been returned, but Mr. Duda- 
yev said no more should be set 
free until a cease-fire is signed. 

“There’s a war going on,” he 
said. “We’re not a peace organi- 
zation.” 

President Boris N. Yeltsin 
sent thousands of Russian 
troops into Chechnya on Dec. 
1 1 to put down the indepen- 
dence movement in the mostly 
Muslim republic. Still, after six 
weeks of fighting, Russians

Yeltsin Vetoes Tougher Adoption Law

MOSCOW — President Bo- 
ris N. Yeltsin has vetoed a 
tough new adoption law that 
critics charged would have 
made it extremely difficult for 
foreigners to adopt Russian 
children, and Parliament has 
failed to override his decision. 

Mr. Yeltsin's veto allows the 
current patchwork system for 
adoptions to continue, which 
will please many Americans 


and others who have turned in 
increasing numbers to Russia 
for adoptable children. 

But Mr. Yeltsin’s decision 
will anger Russian adoption of- 
ficials and other who have 
charged that too many Russian 
babies are being taken out of 
their homeland by high-paying 
foreigners.

WASHINGTON — Cuban 
refugees at a U.S.-operated 
camp in Panama, frustrated by 
their inability to gain admisson 
to the United States, have been 
attempting suicide in increaring 
numbers, causing rising con- 
cern among military officials. 

The officials said that, in tbe 
last six weeks, 31 Cubans had 
tried unsuccessfully to hang 
themselves or overdose on pre- 
scription drugs. The figure 
equals the number of refugees 
who tried to harm themselves in 
the first three months after the 
establishment of the Panama 
refugee camp last September. 

The United States holds 
about 7.600 Cubans in a camp 
run by the U.S. military near 
the Panama Canal. The refu- 
gees were part of the boat exo- 
dus of people from the Commu- 
nist-ruled nation last summer. 

Military authorities said that 
some of the 31 had despaired of 
their chances of going to the 
United States, and others 
hoped that taking drastic mea- 
sures would somehow result in 
a transfer. None had injuries 
serious enough to require evac- 
uation to the United States. 

“There’s been an increase in 
people demonstrating their 
frustration by suicide or setf- 
injury gestures,” said Brigadier 
General James Wilson of the 
Army, commander of the Pana- 
ma camp. “Those we've evalu- 
ated as true efforts to kill them- 
selves are relatively small, but 
if s still a concern to us." 

Most of the suicide attempts 
have been by single men aged 
16 to 30 who have no relatives 
in the camps or in the United 
Slates and so have little chance 
of making it to the United 
States legally under current 
Clinton administration policy. 

“We really don't have a way 
yet of offering hope to these 
single males without famihes,” 
a State Department official 
said. “We can’t offer them ac- 
cess to the U.S. That would 
undo all the steps to discourage 
migration from Cuba.”

To Rename Street Hits $900,000 

Renaming a San Francisco street for the 
labor organizer Cesar Chavez was a popular 
idea until state and federal transportation 
officials gave the city their estimate:

House Rules Panel Rehabilitates a Segregationist

WASHINGTON — He was 
a rabid segregationist, blocking 
civil rights legislation at every 
turn. He was a Democrat, but 
was disowned by his own party. 
Thomas P. O’Neill Jr., the for- 
mer speaker, called him “an ul- 
traconservative who was no 
more a Democrat than the man 
in the moon.” 

Buried by the Democrats, the 
late Howard W. Smith has now 
been resurrected by the Repub- 
licans. A stately if faded oil por- 
trait of the Virginian has been 


hauled out of storage to grace 
the hearing room of the House 
Rules Committee, where was 
chairman from 1955 to 1966. 

Committee chairmen can de- 
cide whose portraits adorn their 
walls. The new chairman. Rep- 
resentative -Gerald B. H. Solo- 
mon of New York, ordered that 
Mr. Smith's portrait replace 
that of a longtime Democratic 
hero?C1aude Pepper of Florida. 

^Etefhocrats are appalled. One 
of them, John J. Moakley of 
Massachusetts, the panel’s'pre- 
vious chairman, has urged that 
the Smith portrait be sent back 
to oblivion. 


Mr. Moakley said it was out- 
rageous to remove a picture of 
"one of the most benevolent 
members of Congress, a friend 
of the poor and the elderly.” 
and replace it with a portrait of 
a man who "was probably the 
most significant obstacle” to 
civil rights legislation. 

In his letter, Mr. Moakley 
wrote that Mr. Smith once justi- 
fied slavery on the ground Lhai 
"the Romans and Egyptians 
had used slaves lo develop in- 
comparable civilizations.” 

He added that Mr. Smith 
once said that “the Southern 


people have never accepted the 
colored race as a race of people 
who had equal intelligence and 
education and social attain- 
ments as the white people of the 
South.” 

Mr. Smith's obstructionist 
tactics earned his powerful 
committee the title of “the 
graveyard of good legislation.” 

While acknowledging that 
Mr. Smith had “flaws and blind 
spots ” Mr. Solomon has firmly 
refused to remove the portrait. 

In a -letter to Mr. Moakley. 
Mr. Solomon suggested that 
while even some Republicans 
disagreed with Mr. Smith's 


views on civil rights, they re- 
spected him as “a staunch con- 
servative who believed in states 
rights and opposed the growth 
of the federal government.” 

The House cannot wipe out 
its past by removing pictures, 
Mr. Solomon added. For exam- 
ple, Republicans have not 
sought to remove the portrait of 
Jim Wright, a Democrat and 
House speaker, who left office 
under an ethical cloud. 

"If we wail to adorn our walls 
only wilh angels,” Mr. Solomon 
concluded, "our walls will re- 
main bare.”

now clog the arteries of democracy. 
Demosclerosis is the political equiva- 
lent of arteriosclerosis — a symptom 
or a potentially fatal problem. 

Interest groups are not “them'’; 
they are “us/" Whether we Americans 
are senior citizens on Medicare, 
farmers taking crop subsidies, college 
students with government-guaran- 
teed loans, welfare recipients or 
homeowners with our mortgage-in- ■ 
t crest deductions, we all have some- 


thing we are organized to protect, if 
any Washington politician t hinks

Add to that the people who are 
egged on by the Limbaughs of this 
world, who phone or fax any time the 
vigilante-broadcaster spots some- 
thing untoward developing in Con- 
gress or ai the While House. The 
resultant pressures on politicians to 
“do what people want" become all 
but overwhelming. 

Mr. Wright correctly argues that 
the electronic democracy that is so 
much praised and practiced today is 
a far cry from what the founders of 
the country fashioned in the Consti- 
tution. “Their ideal," he writes, “was 
cod deliberation by elected represen- 
tatives, buffered from the often shift- 
ing winds of opinion — inside- the- 
Beltway deliberation. 

"Madison insisted in the Federalist 
Papers on the need to ‘refine and 
; enlarge the public views by passing 
them through the medium of a cho- 
sen body of citizens, whose wisdom 
; may best discern the true interest of 
their country and whose patriotism 
and loye of justice will be least likely 
to sacrifice it to temporary or partial 
consideration.’ " That is, Mr. Wright 
says, the opposite of a political sys- 
tem where a simplistic slogan like 
’‘three strikes and out" can become 
a, national mandatory-sentencing law 
in a matter of months. 

A point which deserves equal stress 
is that, in an electronic democracy, it 
makes a great deal of difference who 
is mobilizing opinion. Once that was 
the work of the political parties, 
wtyich are broad-based and internally 
diverse coalitions, representing com- 
peting versions of the national inter- 
est: Increasingly, that mobilization 
has fallen into the hands of private 
interests pursuing very specific and 
narrow agendas. The health cafe 
debate was dominated by such 
groups last year. In any such strug- 
gle among private groups, money 
will be important, not just in 
spreading the message but in hiring 
the. people.who know bow to engi- 
neer quick responses. 

1 ft is no accident that, in this kind 
of electronic democracy, payments 
to the poor -are the most vulnerable 
iteiiris in the government budget, 
while tax cuts for the wealthy com- 
mand support There aren’t a lot of 
buds being spent to make sure the 
welfare mother's voice is heard. 

Those who push the idea of elec- 
tronic democracy are those who 
think they will profit from it. It’s 
not iD that new; it's just a new 
chapter in ah old struggle.

If -Russia today grumbles 
about expansion of the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization,' would 
not a menacing Russia of the future 
react to NATO at its border, and 
not just with words? 

-Russia accepts the principle of 
NATO enlargement; indeed Presi- 
dent Boris Yeltsih has even sug- 
gested that Russia become a politi- 
cal member of NATO. 

All -Russia seeks is that this pro- 
cess be transparent and measured, 
which it will be, that it contribute 
to overall security, which it will, 
and that Russia and NATO coop- 
erate as equal partners. 

Russia can be further reassured 
if arras control agreements are 
adapted as NATO enlarges. Rus- 
sia’s present . frontiers are sanc- 
tioned, the Organization for Coop- 
eration and Security in Europe is 
developed into a collective security 
system (a process already launched 
at the Budapest summit last 
month), and the West makes good 
on its pledges of technical and fi- 


nancial assistance. NATO enlarge- 
ment and NATO- Russian partner- 
ship go together. 

The NATO governments have 
wisely chosen, so we hope, to bury 
the legacy of the Cold War. Presi- 
dent Bill Ginton stated on Jan. 13 in 
Cleveland that the expansion of 
' NATO, a defensive alliance, is inev- 
itable. The argument is over, and we 
should work to ensure that all neces- 
sary assistance is provided to fuiure 
NATO allies instead of thinking of 
new ways to return to Yalta.

In the pews of Sl Francis. Rose 
Kennedy prayed the rosary, attend- 
ed Mass — daily for many years — 
and exposed her children to the 
meaning of the sacraments, as she 
had been so taught in her own Irish 
Catholic girlhood in Boston. 

Throughout her eleven decades, 
the roles that the political world ap- 
plauded — the daughter of a con- 
gressman and mayor, wife of an am- 
bassador. mother of a president and 
two senators, grandmother of two 
congressmen — were, according to 
her own values, an extension of God- 
based convictions, beliefs she em- 
braced as “an anchorage of faith." 

If placed against some of the more 
noticeable expressions of contempo- 
rary religion, ranging from the over- 
heated dissonance within Catholi- 
cism to the self-righteousness of 
some fundamentalists, Rose Kenne- 
dy’s lifelong faith-commitment 
could be mistaken for a kind of piety 
no longer practiced. But the sincer- 
ity of her unadorned faith demands 
respect from even the most en- 
trenched religious skeptic. 

Who would dare dismiss these 
words of Rose Kennedy, as found 
in her memoirs about the two vows

Joseph P. Kennedy Jr. was the 
first to be killed, at age 29 during 
World War II when his plane ex- 
ploded over the coast of England in 
August 1944. Rose Kennedy's grief 
lasted for months, with no consola- 
tion able to ease it until a resurgence 
of faith took hold: 

“As soon as I fully accepted that 
God had his reasons for taking Joe. 
I began to recover. And ray recovery' 

was speeded by all the "wise and 
wonderful letters I received from 
various priests and nuns I had 
known over the years." 

Rose Kennedy, one of six chil- 
dren and the mother of nine, had 
the financial security that the 
wealth of her husband provided. 
But had it not been there — the 
maids, cooks, nannies, roomy man- 
sions. ocean liners for trips to Eu- 
rope — it probably wouldn't have 
altered her fidelity to God in any 
way. She can be taken at her word': 
*T have come to the conclusion 
that the most important element in 
human life is faith. If God were to 
take away all his blessings — 
health, physical fitness, wealth, in- 
telligence — and leave me but one 
gift. 1 would ask for faith. For with 
faith in Him, in His goodness, mer- 
cy, love for me, and Belief in eternal 
life. 1 believe I could suffer the loss 
of my other gifts and still be happy 
— trustful, leaving all to His in- 
scrutable Providence," 

It is not always fair to judge par- 
ents by the kind of lives their children 
choose. But the maternal guidance of 
Rose Kennedy — her insistence on 
service — can be seen today in the 
humane politics of Senator Ted Ken- 
nedy, the innovative work of Eunice 
Shriver for the mentally retarded, the 
creativity of Jean Smith and her pro- 
gram Very Special Arts. 

Were Rose Kennedy's children 
perfect? No. Whose are? But their 
lives of public service stand out in an 
age of self-promotion. 

At the funeral Mass in Boston on 
Tuesday, one of the grandchildren 
read this prayer “In thanksgiving for 
our forefathers and foremothers; for 
those who gave Grandmother life, 
joy, wisdom, strength, faith; for Irish 
poets and patriots; for pilgrims and 
statesmen; for priests and sisters; for 
aD who held her hand throughout her 
life in faith, we pray to the Lord." 

Rose Kennedy’s was a life to be 
celebrated, not mourned.

Siephanopoulos, was even more 
blunt. “Everything we talk 
about now is in danger.” he 
said. 

And the ironic legaev or two 
years of a renewed commitment 
to government activism is more 
public hostility and doubt than 
ever about the role of govern- 
ment and whether it serves as 
an effective force for change. 
Now, the administration finds 
itself competing with Republi- 
cans to convince voters of its 
fundamental commitment to 
cut government and spin off 
federal authority to the states. 

For the administration, the 
challenge lies in convincing a 
public more aware of its failures 
than its accomplishments that 
the programs it has pul in place 
are worth saving. 

Some officials hold out the 
hope that the administration, in 
righting cuts in its programs, 
will be able to do what it could 
not while putting them into 
place: educate the public about 
what it has done. 

“Ip defending the gain* of 
the first two years, we may send 
a dearer message than we did 
achieving the accomplishments 
in the first place.” Mr. Stephan- 
opoulos said. 

The list of the administra- 
tion’s accomplishments is quite 
long, at least for the time being. 

• After years of growing fed- 
eral deficits, the Clinton eco- 
nomic package embraced by 
Congress in 1993 reduced the 
federal deficit by a projected 
$500 billion over five years. Al- 
together, the deficit has fallen 
from the $290 billion of 1992 to 
$203 billion for fiscal 1994. 

• The working poor have a 


new tax break that returns mon- 
ey to 15 million families, while 
the wealthiest Americans pay 
more in taxes. 

• Two major trade pacts, the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement and the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, are now law. 

• Years of Republican policy 
on such issues as abortion rights 
and gun control have been re- 
versed. 

• At the Pentagon, there has 
been a dramatic shift away 
from traditional Republican 
opposition to "industrial poli- 
cy,” with a new focus on help- 
ing defense contractors retool 
for the post-Cold War world by 
converting defense technology 
to civilian use. 

• The Education and Labor 
departments have joined forces 
in a program designed to help 
students who are not college 
bound obtain the kind of skilled 
jobs that the administration 
views as crucial to success in a 
high-tech world. 

• The departments of Agri- 
culture and Housing and U rban 
Development have selected the 
nation’s first “empowerment 
zones,” making nine economi- 
cally depressed communities el- 
igible for milli ons of dollars in 
federal grants and tax breaks to 
stimulate economic activity. 

• The Justice Department is 
beginning to distribute $9 bil- 
lion in federal funding to help 
co mmuni ties across the country 
hire 100.000 police officers. 

But those initiatives have 
been overshadowed by the ad- 
ministration’s failures, both 
policy setbacks and the toll 
trom distractions such as the 
Whitewater investigation, other

homeless that so many rich peo- 
ple came through unscathed. 
The chasm between rich and 
poor in Japan is narrower than 
in many societies, and a full 80 
percent of Japanese identify 
themselves as members of ihe 
middle class. 

Yet. income gaps exist, and 
they are reflected in the homes 
people live in. While buildings 
of all kinds collapsed, by far the 
greatest number were old tradi- 
tional Japanese wooden houses 
with heavy tile roofs. 

Poor people, and especially, 
the elderly, were most likely to 
live in these old wooden houses. 
The wealthy were more likely to 
have built newer homes, and to 
spend more on better-quality 
construction. In addition, the 
affluent tended to have larger 
rooms and often slept on beds, 
while poorer people slept on fu- 
tons on the floor of tiny rooms, 
so that a falling wardrobe was 
almost sure to nit them. 

There has been no study 
comparing incomes with mor- 
tality rates in the earthquake, 
but the Yomiuri Shim bun. a 


Japanese daily, did examine the 
ages of the victims, It round 
that more than half were over 
the age of 60. presumably be- 
cause they were in more fragile 
health and also because they 
often lived in older homes. 

fn the shelters for victims of 
the quake, the homeless often 
speak working-class Japanese 
and seem to be overwhelmingly 
less educated and less affluent 
than the population at large. 
While wealthy people were 
sometimes forced to stay in 
shelters for the first night or 
two. they have since (led to oth- 
er cities to stay in hotels or with 
friends and relatives. 

“The rich have good houses, 
but we’re ordinary people,” ex- 
plained Setsuko Kuwahigashi, a 
54-year-old snack-shop owner 
living in a shelter in AshJya. 
“Lots of the rich folks bad sec- 
ond houses, so they moved into 
those. And some of the rich 
have already bought new apart- 
ments. 1 heard of somebody 
who bought a new apartment 
on the day after the earthquake. 
They’ve already moved in. and 
they've got running water there 
and everything.”

to come in the West Bank. But 
it has been a messy parting thus 
far.

The patchwork of Israeli set- 
tlements across the West Bank 
makes separation all the more 
complex. And economically the 
partners continue to depend on 
each other. Texts of thousands 
of Palestinians feed their fam- 
ilies through low-paying jobs in 
Israel, and many Israeli con- 
tractors and farmers have yet to 
wean themselves from this 
cheap labor. 

Within hours of the latest 
bomb attack, the Rabin govern- 
ment followed a familiar pat- 
tern and ordered the borders 
closed, keeping these working 
Palestinians at home and frus- 
trated. If the past is a guide, 
though, the labor Dow will re- 
sume sooner or la ter — until the 
□ext time. 

For their pan, Palestinian 
political leaders say separation 
would be fine with them if it 
were based on mutual consider- 
ation and equality. Instead, 
they complain, Israel opens and 


shuts the borders as it sees fit, 
and looks upon fences and se- 
curity systems through the eyes 
of an occupying force. 

Nabil Shaath, the chief Pales- 
tinian negotiator with Israel in 
peace talks that have been on 
hold since Sunday, said in Gaza 
on Tuesday that separation was 
acceptable if it came with the 
creation of a full Palestinian 
state, something Israel opposes. :

Israeli forces raided mosques 
and offices in several west 
Bank towns, arresting about 60 
accused militants, according to 
Israel Radio. In Hebron, a 
spokesman, for the Palestinian 
Islamic Society, a clergymen’s 
association, said that soldiers 
had broken in, seized books and 
equipment and handed him an 
order to dose the offices for six 
months. The army called the 
society a Hamas-linked group 
fomenting anti-Israel actions.

men l coalition now has a majority of only 
10 seats in the 600-member lower house of 
Parliament. . 

In effect, he can govern only with the 
consent of the Social Democratic opposi- 
tion. which holds a majority of the seats in 
the upper -bouse, and the Soda] Democrats 
are skeptical about throwing Germany’s 
weight around in the North Atlantic Trea- 
ty Or ganizati on or the United Nations. 

Despite a ruling by the German consti- 
tutional court last summer allowing Ger- 
man military participation in .NATO and 
in UN peacekeeping missions, a high- 
ranking U.S. offidal said recently, “Ger- 
many is not able, at the moment, to play a 
leading role in reconfiguring the alliance to 
enable it to respond to the new challenges 
of the post-Cold War era.’’ 

The central problem of reunification is 
clearly demonstrated in the latest official 
unemployment figures. In what used to be 
West Germany, the Federal Labor Office 
reported, the unemployment rate climbed 
to 8.2 percent last month, and in what used 
to be East . Germany, it rose to 13.5 percent. 

The Labor Office does not calculate a 
national rale. But the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development 
in Paris says that unemployment in all of 
Germany last year averaged 9.6 percent, a 
45-year high. 

“The reason we keep two sets of books is 
that the two economies are not compara- 


ble,” said Eberhard Mann, a spokesman 
for the Labor Office: “We have a devel- 
oped industrial economy in the West, and 
a collapsed Communist economy in the 
throes of transition in the East” 

Life for Eastern Germany's 16 million 
people today bears no resemblance to what 
it was before 1989, in part because of a net 
annual transfer of $100 billion from the 
richer West, paying to help retrain work- 
ers, rebuild decrepit telephone and trans- 
portation systems, restructure bankrupt 
state enterprises, and raise wages and so- 
da! benefits to Western levels by next year. 

“Everything has changed for the people 
here in the East, from the social security 
system to the tax system, the rent system, 
the school system, everything you can 
imagine,” said Birgit Breuel, who was the 
head of the agency in charge of privatizing 
Eastern Germany’s economy, which 
wrapped up its operations last month. 

“You probably can’t imagine bow diffi- 
cult it is tohave everything you were famil- 
iar with change overnight,” said Jutta 
Richter, a Leipzig resident. She used to go 
to the supermarkets and pick up whatever 
brand of soap happened to be in stock. 
Now. she says, she has to figure out which 
of 10 brands is the best buy. 

Her husband. Adi, is a semipro tennis 
player wdJ known in the Eqsl “Since re- 
unification, not once has any Western Ger- 
man magazine spelled my name right or 
correctly identified my team,” he said. 
“Fm convinced it’s deliberate — they just 


don't want to recognize that we can play 
tennis over here, too.” 

He feels out of place in the posh western 
neighborhoods of Berlin, green streets 
lined with expensive villas in Dahlem and 
Wannsee. 

“The eastern part of the city is gray, run- 
down, and smells of coal smoke, but it’s 
more like home to me,” he said. And at 
least there he doesn’t have the feeling that 
the people looking at him wonder how 
closely he collaborated with the secret po- 
lice in the old days. 

But most of the 64 million people in 
Western Germany seem to believe that 
unification did not really mean much 
change at all for them. 

The Germans who were rejoicing trium- 
phantly in the streets in 1990 have been 
sullen and resentful since. Many Western 
Germans — “Wessis" — resent having to 
pay to bring the East up to date. A lot of 
people in Eastern Germany — “ Oasis ” — 
feel patronized. 

The diplomats and scholars who know 
them best have no doubt that the Germans 
will make unification work. But it will 
probably take a generation until the Ger- 
mans in both parts ol the country feel that 
they are truly one. 

In the meantime, in Leipzig, where the 
people marched peacefully five years ago 
chanting “We are one people.” they now 
tell wry jokes about iL 

“We are one people,” says the easterner. 
“Us too,” says the other.

But a senior WhiLe House of- 
ficial added: “There was a great 
deal of sensitivity, as the Zedillo 
administration came to office, 
about not undercutting the very 
delicate situation they faced as 
they tried to form a govern- 
ment, so there was a very con- 
scious effort not to be too 
heavy-handed.

In the aftermath of the Mexi- 
can debacle, officials in both 
Washington and Mexico are 
spinning tales of who knew 
what and when. 

The CIA, for example, issued 
a brief warning in July that 
Mexico was depleting its for- 
eign currency reserves to keep 
up the value of the peso.

ANKARA — A U.S. Air 
Force pilot and his Iti-year-old 
son who disappeared while ski- 
ing were found alive Tuesday, 
surviving nine days in freezing 
wilderness by holing up in a 
cave and eating snow.

from prison. 

The chief physician at Bolu 
state hospital said lhat both fa- 
ther and son were conscious, 
but that their feet were swollen 
from frostbite. 

Guner Ozmen, acting chief of 
national security, said lhat Col- 


onel Couillard and his son had 
spent eight days in a cave after 
losing their way in a blizzard. 
The cave was some five kilome- 
ters from the resort. 

Colonel Couillard went in 
search of help, walking about a 
kilometer until he found an un- 
heated cottage in a state-forest- 
ry camp. After a day in the 
cottage, the pilot was found by 
forest workers.

Harvey Milk’s Life 
Turned Into Opera

H OUSTON — A giant image of 
Maria Cal las with bright red 
lips appears several times in 
“Harvey Milk," which received 
its premiere at the Houston Grand Opera. 

She looms over an onstage audience of 
cheering gay men. In their midst is Harvey 
Milk. San Francisco's first openly homo- 
sexual elected official, who loved opera 
and even attended a performance the night 
before he was assassinated in 1978. 

So how does he fare on the other side of 
the proscenium, as the subject of a much- 
discussed. already debated work that will 
be shown here through Feb. 5. at the New 
York City Opera in the spring and in San 
Francisco next season? 

To the opera's credit, the answer is not 
simple. With music by Stewart Wallace 
and a libretto by Michael Korie. the work 
is a rambunctious combination of banality 
and effective drama, posturing, playful- 
ness and polemics. 

Long stretches of the score, which is writ- 
ten with a mixture of free aionalilv. 1980s 
eclecticism and ersatz pop. are lyrically 
awkward and unconvincing, but much of 
the last act is pungent and focused. 

The cast was generally excellent (with 
one relatively unknown singer. Gidon 
Saks, making a strong impression), the 
conducting by Ward Holmquisi fervent, 
and the production by Christopher AJden 
imaginative, but it was impossible to sepa- 
rate onstage events from offstage history. 

Indeed, the cheers of the audience on 
Saturday were as much for Harvey Milk as 
for "‘Harvey Milk." 

Milk was a pioneer figure in gay politics, 
whose life, meticulously traced by Randy 
Shills in “The Mayor of Castro Street," 
mirrored the postwar shifts in homosexual 
culture. Each act, unfolding on a single 
triangular set, one side lined with closet 
doors, portrays a different stage in Milk’s 
life. 


T HIS plot follows a model that is 
increasingly common on the op- 
era stage: chronologically present 
iconic incidents from the life of a 
political or pop-culture figure. 

This is what Philip Glass did with Gandhi 
in “Satyagraha.” In recent seasons, Frida 
Kahlo, Rudolph Valentino and Marilyn 
Monroe have also received the treatment. 
Such dramas often rely on the hope that the 
emotional baggage and preconceptions au- 
diences bring to the work will support what 
is happening on the stage. 

That was, to a large extent, true here. 
“Milk." which may include the first homo- 
sexual love scenes ever staged in an opera 
house, is partly a community event, partly 
a celebration of homosexuality and partly 
a political argument staged for the wider 
public. 


Macedonia Movie Confronts Balkan Hatreds

N EW YORK — Milcho Man- 
chevski has been tired lately. 
Happy, yes. “But so tired it’s 
sort of wearing off on the happi- 
ness," he said wistfully from the apartment 
in Skopje, Macedonia, where he grew up. 

That was a month ago. Last week, sitting 
in the bar of the Rihga Royal Hotel in New 
York, a discreet gold stud in each ear, 
Manchevski was, if anything, more ex- 
hausted. . . . . ..... 

The director, who is 35, had a lot to feel 
tired about. Not long ago he was leading a 
busy but manageable life as a New York- 
based director of music videos and com- 
mercials. Then he made his first feature 
film. “Before the Rain.” _ 

That film, a story of ethnic conflict set in 
London and Macedonia, has been shown 
at festivals in a half-dozen countries over 
the last five months. It bas won nearly a 
score of awards, including the Golden 
Lion (shared with another film) at the 
Yenice Film Festival, and itis being shown 
at the Sundance Fflm Festival in Park 
City, Utah. . . 

Although the movie doesn t open m the- 
aters in the United Stales until next 
month, it has already made a celebrity of 
its director in Macedonia, which chose the 
picture as its first-ever entry for the Acade- 
my Award for best foreign-language film. 
(The nominees will be announced Feb. 14.) 


The first act alludes to Milk’s closeted 
days as a Wall Street investor and political 
conservative. Milk croons like Bing Cros- 
by. three outrageously campy lovers do a 
Supremes imitation, and there is much 
reference to the Holocaust, which for Milk, 
a Jew. was a touchstone for his evolving 
view of homosexuality in America. 

The second act is a celebration of the 
hippie Milk on Castro Street, where he 
opens a camera shop and becomes involved 
in local politics. Here the music is often 
funky, dominated by a sort of Mardi Gras 
flavor; it is the least successful in the work. 

Finally. Milk makes it to City Hall, 
where in less than a year as a supervisor (a 
district representative on the City Council) 
he has enormous impact on legislation 
affecting homosexuals and helps advance a 
liberal political agenda. 

It is there that Milk locks horns with 
Dan White, a fellow supervisor, whose life 
is stranger than agitprop fiction. White is 
an ex-policeman and ex-fireman, a Viet- 
nam veteran and a fervid anti-homosexual. 
He is continually thwarted by Milk and the 
mayor, and finally pumps several rounds 
of bullets into them.

ERSKINE CALDWELL: 
The Journey From Tobac-

I N nearly half a century of 
writing, from 1931 to 1976. 
Erskine Caldwell published 
what Dan B. Miller accurately 
calls “an enormous body of 
work: more than 100 shori sto- 
ries. 20 novels and 10 books of 
nonfiction, including three pho- 
to-text collaborations with his 
wife the Life photographer Mar- 
garet Bourke-White.” Known to 
purchasers of mass-market pa- 
perbacks as “The World’s Best- 
Selling Writer,” Caldwell earned 
that distinction with sales of “a 
Staggering 70 million copies.” 
Sic transit gloria mundi. Has 
anyone under the age of 50 
heard of Erskine Caldwell, 
much less read him? Even more 


than his contemporary and ri- 
val, John Steinbeck, Caldwell 
was strictly a creature of his 
times, a writer whose work has 
not outlasted the considerable 
sensation it initially caused. 

His two most famous novels, 
“Tobacco Road” and “God’s 
Little Acre,” sold millions of 
copies and went on to addition- 
al popularity in stage and 
screen adaptations, but they are 
mere period pieces today. Nota- 
ble in their time for salacious 
and earthy content, they had 
insufficient literary style or the- 
matic depth lo survive once that 
content had become dated; al- 
most overnight, they went from 
sensation to anachronism.

Chanel: Beauty Without Gimmicks

P ARIS — Ring down 
the red-striped curtain.

Karl Lagerfeld’s show for 
Chanel Tuesday was gimmick 
free. No spangled G-stnngs, Es- 
kimo boots, quilted backpacks 
or fencing hats. Just clothes, 
beautiful clothes, fitted so tight 
with strategic seaming that you 
would be hard pushed to get a 
platinum credit card between 
flesh and fabric. 

"A very dressmaker collec- 
tion," said Lagerfeld of the

bias-cut dresses whisking into a 
chiffon tail; the bodices cut in 
an all-black patchwork; the ex- 
traordinary hand-smocking 
casting dappled shadows on a 
chiffon evening coat. 

He described the show as

black, to toe luxury’ of rarefied 
couture handwork and to 
400.000 tiny hand-sewn beads 
creating a fishtail dress or used 
with white to make maielot 
stripes on embroidered T-shirt 
tops. They, like the feather-light 
chiffon evening dresses, were 
quintessentially Chanel. 

It was Lagerfeld’s misfor- 
tune. and a tragedy for toe Cha- 
nel ateliers, that the “caviar” 
outfits might have been 
smeared with fish paste for all 
that their intricacy could be 
seen even from the front row. 

That of course, is Lagerfeld’s 
idea: couture as a private luxu- 
ry to give secret pleasure — the 
antithesis of show-off glitz, ft is 
for clients who understand 


what it takes to make a black 
satin skirt curi around the hips 
on the bias and then pout to the 
floor. Lagerfeld suggested that 
for Diana, Princes of Wales, 
when she presents a Fashion 
award in New York next week. 

But would a young wealthy 
woman want ChaneTs daytime 
silhouette? Yes, for the spar- 
row -chested jacket belted with 
a string of pearls. Maybe for a 
bell-shaped skirt. But the over- 
the-knee skinny blade skirts, 
shown with natural hose and 
teetering T-strap shoes looked 
awkward — even when the 
models were not fighting with 
dangling tails. 

Lagerfeld knew that he had 
come to the end of making Cha- 
nel couture hip or hot But the 
presentation, with befeathered 
hats, ladylike postures and the- 
ater curtain with scene changes; 
parodied couture's grand past 
instead of securing its future. 

Emanuel Ungaro sent out the 
very model of an haute couture 
collection; wise in its focus on 
fit; witty in its games with 
checks (down to dogtooth-pat- 
terned shoes); and wondrous in 
the meringue lightness of its em- 
broidered skirts. By the time the 
bride came out, in pale pink and 
green brocade (think Marie An- 
toinette's boudoir at Versailles), 
Anouk Aimee was on ha feet 
applauding, beckoning the de- 
signer to walk toe long runway. 

This was a connoisseur's col- 
lection — not something to elec- 
trify the audience, but to savor. 
Apart from toe curving bolero 
jackets that balanced swingy 
skirts and made day dress credi- 
ble. there was no hot news. The 
curvy suits, or boleros layered 
over fitted tunic and flared 
skirts, were in checks or dots, not 
Ungaro’s signature clashing 
prints.

L ondon — i do not, 
as the late Feta Cook 
would undoubtedly 
have noted, pay good 
money at the theater to see ba- 
bies being eaten, strong men 
going to toe lavatory and som- 
nolent women being raped; I 
can get all that at home. The 
problem with any review of Sa- 
rah Kane’s “Blasted” (Royal 
Court Upstairs) is that it will 
merely lengthen the Sloane 
Square queues. 

The real scandal is that it is a 
truly terrible little play, which 
starts out lethargically in Leeds 
and ends up in Bosnia without 
any indication that the author 
bas thought through bow to get 
from one location to the other, 
or whether she really has any- 
thing worth saying. This would 
not much matter were “Blast- 
ed" being staged commercially, 
or at toe expense of cast and 
author. There is no case, even 
here, for censorship, though 
those who cite “Romans in Brit- 
ain’’ or Edward Bond’s "Saved” 
in mitigation xnigjht care lo re- 
member that those too were tru- 
ly awful little plays that have 
rapidly and rightly been con- 
signed to a nonrevivalist scrap 
heap. 

No, the issue here is one of 
judgment: Stephen Daldry and 
an entire panel of other drama- 
tists read this play and decided it 


raises old but still-interesting 
questions about toe price of lit- 
erary success, Ameri can-style. 

Caldwell was a Southern 
country boy whose deepest ear- 
ly influences seem to have been

tation as a dirty writer grew, he 
expected increasingly puritani- 
cal behavior in his sons.” 

IF Caldwell was unhappy in 
his later years, as in fact he 
seems to have been, one likely 
reason is that he had become 
nothing more than a hack. One 
might think that the long, hard 
apprenticeship that preceded 
die appearance of “Tobacco 
Road” in 1932 would have 
taught Caldwell a few lessons 
about just how much success 
really costs, but be didn't learn 
(hem. He enjoyed toe limelight 
and he liked toe money, and he 
didn't really mind cranking out 
the hackwork in order to keep i! 
coming in. This led, inevitably, 
to his (proper) relegation to a 
minor niche in the pantheon of 
minor regional writers. 

Jonathan Yardiey is on the 
staff of the Washington Post. 
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merited production. Even if no 
other new play had been sent in 
to than in the last decade, they 
would have been better off not 
doing this one. Even if they had 
to revive John Arden or dose for 
the winter, that would surely ’ 
have been a better option than 
this sordid little travesty --of 
play.

Debt Deal Cuts 
Euro Disney Loss

PARIS — Euro Disney SCA said Tuesday its first-quarter 
net loss narrowed to 109 million French francs tS21 million) 
from 553 million Trancs a year earlier, as its restructuring and 
cost-cutting efforts began to pay off. 

The operator of the Disneyland Paris theme park said 
revenue rose to 8S4 million francs in the quarter ended Dec. 
31 from 828 million francs in the 1993 period. 

Euro Disney said attendance at the theme park and occu- 
pancy at its hotels rose, but the gains were largely offset bv 
lower hotel rates compared with the yeor-eariier period. 

The results appear to confirm a gradual improvement ai the 
company after two years of disastrous losses that gave rise to 
predictions the American-scyle theme park was bound to fail 
in Europe. 

**The results are quite encouraging," said Rebecca Win- 
ningion-Ingram, an analyst at Morgan Stanley & Co. in 
London. “Operating profit is up, revenues at the theme park 
are up. the hotels are flat. This is a gradual process." 

Shareholders apparently shared that view, sending Euro 
Disney shares up nearly 5 percent on the Paris Bourse, to 
10.40 francs. 

Euro Disney credited a £14 billion financial restructuring 
package, reached in June, for the narrowed toss. The deal 
freed the company from having to pay interest on its 16 
billion-franc bank debt for three years. It also froze manage- 
ment and royalty payments to Walt Disnev Co., which owns 
40 percent of Euro Disney, for five years. * 

In an attempt to further raise attendance ui the park, the 
company has reduced restaurant prices by 18 percent to 20 
percent, cut hotel prices by about 13 percent and lowered 
entrance fees by 20 percent through April. 

The company said it would publish attendance figures with 
its first-half results. f Reuters, Bloomberg, APf 


Toshiba Disk Wins Fans 

Philips and Sony Say Standard Is Needed

El N DHOVEN. Netherlands — With consum- 
er electronics and entertainment companies lin- 
ing up behind Toshiba Corp.'s standard for digi- 
tal video disks. Philips Electronics N V and Sonv 
Corp. gave a tentauve sign Tuesday that they 
might abandon their competing system. 

Philips and Sony said it would be best to have 
a single global standard for the disks, which will 
hold movies and other entertainment, similar to 
video tapes. 

“The two companies emphasize the advan- 
tages of one single format and are positive that 
they can contribute to such a format,” Philips 
and Sony said. 

The companies, which 3re credited with jointly 
developing the compact disk system used for 
music, made their statement after Matsushita 
Electric Industrial Co. joined Toshiba’s camp on 
Tuesday, as did the Me tro-Goldwyn- Mayer 
movie studio. Other companies that 'back the 
Toshiba standard are Hitachi Ltd., Thomson 
Consumer Electronics SA. Time Warner Inc., 
Pioneer Electronics Ltd. and, Thomson said 
from Paris. Victor Co. of Japan and possibly 
Walt Disney Co. 

Matsushita’s joining of the Toshiba camp was 
seen as a major blow to Sony and Philips. Stilt 
those companies did not abandon their system. 
They said they thought their proposal represented 
“an excellent option for an optical medium with a 
range of multimedia applications, including con- 
sumer video, music, gomes and data storage.” 

The product, which the Toshiba alliance hopes 
to market by the autumn of 1996, will offer a 
higher-quality sound and picture than a video- 
tape. But the product is not expected to replace 
videotape because it cannot be recorded upon. 


The Sony-Philips group and Toshiba have 
battled behind the scenes for months to win 
support for their different designs. At stake are 
several years of development and billions of 
dollars in future patent royalties. 

Electronics manufacturers and Hollywood 
producers formed a committee in 1993 to forge 
an agreement on a video CD, hoping to prevent a 
format war of the kind that divided the videotape 
market 15 years ago. Consumers are less likely to 
buy new- technology when the possibility of obso- 
(cscence is strong. 

In videotape recorders. Sony promoted a for- 
mat called Beta, while Matsushita touted VHS, 
which eventually became the standard. 

In an unusual developmenu Lhe video CD 
battle became public w'hen Sony and Philips 
announced their design last month in Tokyo. 

Video CDs hold about five to six times as 
much data as the CDs now used for music 
albums and computer programs. Data on a CD 
resides in microscopic pits read by a laser or 
other optical device. 

For the video CD, engineers have shrunk the 
size of these pits and the distance between them. 

While the Sony-Philips and Toshiba designs 
vary in the amount of shrinkage to the pits, the 
most significant difference is whether one or 
both sides of a disc are used. 

Sony-Philips has created a design that uses just 
one side. Toshiba’s uses both. It gets roughly an 
equal amount or data on a disc half as thick as 
the Sony-Philips one. 

The decision of Matsushita, the world's largest 
electronic equipment maker, to go along with the 
two-sided format is seen os a blow to the Sony- 


Philips format.

Thyssen and BellSouth Seek German Phone Permit

DUSSELDORF — Thyssen AG and 
BellSouth Corp. joined Tuesday to be- 
come the third international group bid- 
ding to be granted a telephone license 
when the German market is opened to 
competition in 1998. 

As Germany opens up its telecom- 
munications market, Europe’s largest, 
the government will begin licensing 
Deutsche Telekom AG competitors for 
alternative services. The European 
Union has mandated on end to national 
telecommunications monopolies. 

Thyssen and BellSouth, which already 
have a joint venture in German mobile 
telephones, face competition from Brit- 
ish Telecommunications PLC and 


VIAG AG as well as Northern Telecom 
Ltd. of Canada and Daimler-Benz AG. 

Other potential rivals are VEB A AG, a 
German utility company; RWE AG. an 
energy concern, and the Amadeus Data 
Processing GmbH airline reservation sys- 
tem, which said Tuesday it was negotiat- 
ing with Cable & Wireless PLC of Britain 
in worldwide telecommunications. 

All of them want a piece of what 
could be a 100 billion Deutsche mark 
($66 billion) annual market in telecom- 
munications by 2001, according to 
Deutsche Bank Research AG. 

Thyssen. a steelmaker that has al- 
ready diversified to reduce exposure to 
the cyclical nature of its industry, said a 
telephone license and cost-cutting could 


add 750 million DM to its annual profit, 
virtually doubling it, by 2000. 

The new venture wtll be owned 60 
percent by the German steelmaker and 
40 percent by BellSouth, the largest U.S. 
regional telephone company, which has 
annual revenue of about 517 billion. 

“This is probably a good move for 
Thyssen,” said Petra KflhL an analyst 
with Vereins- & Westbank AG in Ham- 
burg. “The strength of Thyssen's bid 
may be the strength of BellSouth.” 

BellSouth, based in Atlanta, is build- 
ing private phone networks in Australia 
and Chile and belongs to a group build- 
ing a second network in the Nether- 
lands. 

The Thyssen- BellSouth joint venture 


will be led by Thyssen Telecom AG, a 
subsidiary of Thyssen Handelsunion AG 
and Thyssen’s fastest-growing company. 

Thyssen would not say how much it 
planned to invest in the telephone bid. 
but it said it would put 3 billion DM to 4 
billion DM into Thyssen Telecom by 
2000. Thyssen Telecom, BellSouth and 
Veba are already partners in a joint ven- 
ture called E-Pius, which in 1 993 won a 
license to provide Germany’s second pri- 
vately operated mobile phone network. 

Thyssen and BellSouth said they also 
would study other cooperative ventures 
in Germany and abroad and were talk- 
ing to other companies interested in 
joining the new venture.

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Essence of Success at 25

N EW YORK — In 1970, four black 
men with no magazine experience 
published 50,000 copies of the first 
general-interest mag a zi n e aimed at 
African-American women. They hoped it 
would provide some jobs, make some money 
and bring a measure of self-esteem to women 
who had been virtually ignored by main- 
stream publishers. 

Twenty-five years later. Essence magazine 
has become the pre-eminent voice for black 
women. Its circulation passed the 1 million 
mark last year. And, after years of wooing 
luxury markets, the magazine now includes 
Chanel Giorgio, Cadillac and Estee Lauder 
among its advertisers 
Essence Communications, the ma g az i n e’s 
parent, which bad revenue of $77 million last 
year, also licenses eyeglasses, hosiery and fab- 
ric patterns under the Essence name. It pub- 
lishes a mail-order catalogue for black con- 
sumers and is considering starting up other 
publications, including a magazine for His- 
panic women. . . , , , , « 

Essence has built a kind of cult fouowmg, 
not only within the black community but also 
among people who deal with problems faced 
by African-American women. 

Sarah Buel, a white, adjunct professor at 
Boston College Law School where she teaches 
a course titled “Domestic Violence and the 
Law,” tells students and audiences in hex 
frequent lectures around the country that 
they should subscribe to Essence 
“I find whites are very hungry for informa- 
tion about what is really going on mcomrnu- 
nities of color,” Miss Buel said. “There are 
tremendous stereotypes that even my col- 


leagues make about African-American wom- 
en. Essence talks about issues in a way that 
would help while judges, police officers and 
prosecutors.” 

These kinds of articles have included “Fac- 
ing AIDS,” a frank first-person account of 
living with acquired immune deficiency syn- 
drome; “Love with a White Woman,” about 
interracial marriage; “Siclde-CeU and Your 
Child” about an inherited blood disorder 
that primarily affects blacks; and a column 
on the subject of blacks and IQ tests. 

A large part of Essence’s success can be 
attributed to Susan L. Taylor, who has been 
editor-in-chief since 1981 and has given the 
magazine its inspirational tone. 

Miss Taylor writes a monthly column, “In 
the Spirit,” urging black women to celebrate 
their accomplishments and never to lose heart. 
A collection of her essays under the same title 
has been published in hardback by Amistad 
Press and tn paperback by Harper Perennial 

Essence readers have a median household 
income of $28,000 and a median age of 35. 
But Miss Taylor said she did not edit the 
magazine with demographics in mind. 

“No matter what social economic or politi- 
cal differences we might have, all black wom- 
en are cut from the same cultural cloth,” she 
said. 

Two of the founders still run the m a g azine: 
Edward Lewis, publisher and chief executive, 
and Clarence O. South, president Mr. Lewis 
says the magazine has been profitable since its 
sixth year. The parent company, which is run 
by an eight-person board, is privately held. 

Mr. Smith said he wanted to position Es- 
sence Communications as an overall commu- 
nications company, rather than one that pub- 
lishes only for the African-American market.

Japan gave up its title as the 
world's top automobile producer 
last year, giving the crown back 
to the United States for the first 
time since 1979. a Japanese in- 
dustry association said Tuesday, 
news agencies reportal. 

The Japan Automobile Man- 
ufacturers Association said Ja- 
pan's automobile output de- 
clined 6 percent in 1994. to 10.5 
million units, compared with 
12.3 million units produced by 
U.S. carmakers. 

Output declined for a fourth 
consecutive year because of a 
fall in exports and an increase 
in overseas production in re- 
sponse to the yen’s rise. 

Japan moved ahead of the 
United States in vehicle pro- 
duction in 1980 and held the 
lead through 1993. I AFP. API 


Traders Ponder Post-Deng Market

HON(i kONl.J - — Ke:«r* iii.it econom- 
ic reform-, will crumble and that Am.iii 
markets will eolljp.se when China's se- 
nior leader Deng Xiaoping dies have 
long east ,« shadow over the region's 
extraordinary growth. 

But analysts said Tuesday that the 
region's long-term prospects depended 
on a variety of factors. 

A recent statement by Mr. Deng’s 
daughter hat the Utkvear-old architect 
of China's economic reforms was steadi- 
ly declining in health has convinced 
many that the end or the Deng era is 
near. And while it*> a given among many 
Hong Kong fund managers that confir- 
mation of Mr. Deng's death will send 
share prices into an immediate free fall, 
they say the trick is to figure out the 
market'-, subsequent move. 

“There’s always guing t«> he a knee- 
jerk reaction." said Douglas Eu. who 
manages S300 million in China and 
Asian funds for Jardine Fleming Invest- 
ment Management, “but there's no mag- 
ic number for the Hang Seng Index. 

“It could be 5 percent, it could be ID 
percent, but it will definitely fall because 
people w ill always be caught off guard by 


the news." he added, referring to Hong 
Kong’s benchmark stock index. 

Benjamin Chen, managing director oi 
the brokerage concern Barclays de Zoete 
Wcdd's Taiwan office, said: "When 
Deng dies. Taiwan's stock market will 
react drastically by falling for several 
days. Bui if China does ron show insta- 
bility afterward, the market then will 
return to fundamentals whose strength 
will baek up a strong rebound." 

The conundrum is all about political 
succession in China and what impact, if 
any. it will have on the country’s social 
stability and economic policies'. Succes- 
sion is on the minds of Chinese citizens 
and foreign investors alike, as the new 
leadership structure will decide the direc- 
tion and pace of economic reforms that 
Mr. Deng began in 1979. 

"Investors who are negative on the 
succession should be retreating from the 
market already.” said Pauline Loong. 
who tracks China for Jardine Fleming 
Securities Ltd. "Investors who are posi- 
tive should be positioning themselves ac- 
cordingly." 

Analysts said the current state of the 
markets made it easier to decide wlui to 
do when Mr. Deng died. With stocks 


near multiyear lows, some say there is 
less risk in buying into a Deng-induced 
>ell off than if stocks were reaching new 
highs. 

Indeed, the Hang Seng China Enter- 
prise Index, which tracks The shares of 15 
state-owned Chinese companies traded 
in Hong Kong, has fallen 37 percent 
since the beginning of November. The 
drop has been fueled by concern that 
government loan restrictions have in- 
creased debt levels at many state firms. 

And Hong Kong's benchmark Hang 
Seng Index of 33 shares has already 
plunged 14.5 percent this year, battered 
in pan by unconfirmed reports that Mr. 
Deng had slipped into a coma. 

Some fund managers are holding large 
cash positions of up to 20 percent in their 
portfolios, ready to buy shares once the 
initial sell-off they expect on news of Mr. 
Deng's death has subsided. 

Jason Cheung, a China analyst at Mer- 
rill Lynch f Asia Pacific) Ltd., said of Mr. 
Deng’s eventual death: “Obviously, in 
the short term, the market could be driv- 
en down 1.000 points. But it all depends 
on the investment horizon. Chin3 inves- 
tors need to think long-term."

SHANGHAI — China’s ban 
on new foreign autonuking en- 
terprises might be extended un- 
til 1998 or 1999, the official 
China Daily said Tuesday- 

Foreign carmakers had been 
hoping to get clearance to begin 
new passenger-car ventures in 
19%. but the China Dai'y arti- 
cle said the ban was likely to be 
extended. 

Beijing decided lust year to 
ban new sedan and light-dutv 
vehicle manufacturing projects 
through 1995. hoping the move 
would boost the country's flag- 
ging car components industry. 

In the past, foreign automak- 
ers here were essentially im- 
porting car kits that Chinese 
workers then assembled. When 
Beijing and foreign automakers 
negotiated contracts, then: was 
a stipulation that foreign com- 
ponents would eventually be re- 
placed by locally made parts. 


China now .says that has not 
happened quickly enough. 

But foreign auto executives 
have complained that Chinese- 
made purls do not meet their 
quality standards. 

Deputy Prime Minister Li 
Lanqing said at a conference in 
Shanghai last week that no pro- 
jects to assemble cars with large 
amounts of imported parts 
would be allowed in China in 
the near future, the official 
Shanghai Star newspaper re- 
ported. 

Mr. Li said he hoped the 
move would encourage foreign 
carmakers to build components 
in China instead. He character- 
ized China's cur industry as 
“without order" and said China 
needed to establish its own 
components industry before 
foreign carmakers could begin 
making their cars here. 

Ford Motor Co. wants to 
build its Taurus sedan in China. 


Mercedes-Benz AG and Volks- 
wagen AG arc two of the com- 
panies vying for permission to 
make a government-sponsored 
"people's ear” that Chinese 
leaders hope will bring auto 
ownership to the masses. 

But those plans may now- 
have to be put on hold. 

The automobile industry is 
expected to generate 1 trillion 
yuan (S 1 1 9 billion) in output hy 
2010.

Motorola Inc. plans to invest 
as much as $1.5 billion to ex- 
pand its operations in China, 
The Associated Press reported 
from Beijing, quoting the China 
Dailv. 


During the five-year pro- 
gram. the U.S. company plans 
to spend $130 million to SI50 
million on its paging division, 
said Jeff Dryjanski. vice presi- 
dent and general manager of 
Motorola's Greater China pag- 
ing subscriber division. 

So far. Motorola has invested 
S2SG million in its wholly 
owned subsidiary.

of Turner Broadcasting Inc., the sports 
channel ESPN. Home Box Office. Dis- 
covery Channel and Hong Kong’s TVB. 

The Thai government also issued a 
complaint to China about Apstar. 

‘‘RedprocalfyT Apstar 2 will not be 
immune to the interference,’' said a 
Shinawatra official. “In fact, this inter- 
ference will be so severe that Apstar 2 
customers mav not be able to use the 
satellite. 

“So far none of the nearbv satellite 


systems has given agreement to Apslar 
for the use of this position." 

This is the second lime China has been 
involved in a disagreement over station- 
ing. It was asked to move its Apslar I 
satellite in June 1994 when satellite oper- 
ators in the vicinity complained that Ap- 
siar would interfere with their signals. 

The satellite industiy is self-regulat- 
ing. allhough governments are supposed 
to talk to one another on behalf of their 
satellite companies to avoid friction.

India Says Reforms Will Aid Poor

NEW DELHI — Prime Minister P.V. Nar- 
asimha Rao, responding to criticism that his 
economic reforms favor the rich, said Tues- 
day he would strive to rein in prices and 
improve the lives of the poor. 

“We have to ensure that the gains and the 
pains of the reforms are equally shared." he 
said in an interview with Press Trust of India. 

Critics, of the government's ihree-year-oid 
' liberalisation program have charged that the 
reforms, which indude subsidy cuts and re- 
moval of price controls, have benefited only 
the affluent and brought no relief for the 
poor. Inflation, which recently again reached 
double digits, has been seen as one of the 
major reasons for the governing party’s poor 
performance in local elections. 


“Economic growth has to be accelerated, 
and a determined effort has to be made to 
eradicate poverty," he said. “The rate of infla- 
tion has to be controlled and reduced further. 
These are all things on which I intend to 
concentrate my attention this year." 

Some members of the governing party have 
called for a return to the era of subsidies and 
market protection that Mr. Rao and his fi- 
nance minister. Manmohan Singh, have 
sought to end. 

Mr. Rao said spending on the social sector, 
including education, health care and rural 
development had “multiplied." Many of the 
reforms have been intended to encourage en- 
trepreneurs by eliminating procedural bottle- 
necks and promoting investment.

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Chargers’ Defense Is Talking Tough

FORT LAUDERDALE, Florida — 
The San Diego Chargers believe they can 
beat the San Francisco 49ers in the Super 
Bowl on Sunday night in Miami. Who 
cares what the rest of the football world 
thinks. 

Stanley Richard is the leader of the San 
Diego secondary. He's known as the Sher- 
iff of the Posse", and Jeny Rice is on his 
most wanted list. 

“We're going to take Jeny Rice out of 
ihe game," Richard boldly predicted. “We 
can’t allow him to do the things he does 
best — run free, run inside. We’re going to 
put some jams on him and favor his side. 
We’ll make Steve Young throw to other 
receivers.” 

in two previous Super Bowls. Rice has 
been the 49ers’ receiver of choice. He has 
caught 18 passes for 363 yards and 4 
touchdowns. When the Chargers faced the 
49ers in December, Rice scorched the San 
Diego secondary for a game-high 12 
catches and 144 yards during San Francis- 
co’s 38-15 victory. 

“When the game is on the line, they pul 
the ball into his hands.” said Richard, a 27- 
y ear-old former No. 1 draft pick as an AJ1- 
American at Texas. “Their offense is a 
game of deception. It makes you get out of 
position and takes advantage, ft gets you 
to respect the run. Linebackers flow to- 
ward the running backs and it opens up for 
the receivers to catch the ball. That's how it 
works.”

LAUSANNE, Switzerland 
— The race for the 2002 Winter 
Olympics will be between front- 
runner Salt Lake City and chal- 
lengers from Canada, Sweden 
and Switzerland. 

As expected. Salt Lake City 
was one of the four finalists 
selected Tuesday as the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee 
pared down the field of nine 
candidates. The three other fi- 
nalists are Ostersund, Sweden; 
Quebec, and Sion, Switzerland. 

Eliminated were Graz, Aus- 
tria; Jaca, Spain; Poprad-Tatry, 
Slovakia; Sochi, Russia, and 
Tarvisia Italy. 

The four finalists now have 
five months to pursue their 
campaigns before the entire 
IOC elects the host city on June 
16 at its session in BudapesL 

The consensus decision by 
the IOCs 10-man selection 
committee reflected the find- 
ings of last month's IOC evalu- 
ation report. 

Salt Lake City narrowly lost 
out four years ago to Nagano. 
Japan, for the 1998 Games. 

“You have to acknowledge 
that Salt Lake City is ahead of 
us,” said Leif Nilsson, general 


secretary of Oesleretmd's cam- 
paign. “But now we go into a 
phase where IOC members’ own 
views will play a bigger role." • 

The next and possibly cru- 
cial. stage of the bidding pro- 
cess will be visits by IOC mem- 
bers to the four finalists. 

T uesday’s decision was based 
on technical matters; June’s vote 
will hinge on the personal prefer- 
ences of the 96 IOC members. 

“Now you know the ham- 
burger's pronounced fit and ed- 
ible." said the IOC executive 
board member Richard Pound 
of Canada. It's now the sauce 
you're looking for.” 

This was the first time the 
field was cut before the final 
vote, to weed out weak candi- 
dates and reduce the costs of 
bidding. But not everyone was 
happy with the new system. 

“The experiment has to be 
improved in the future,” said 
Alexander Kozlovsky, vice 
president of the Russian Olym- 
pic Committee. .“They chose 
cities with developed infra- 
structure. For Sochi, this is an 
unfair approach. We want to 
build something absolutely 
new. I believe they have to be 
more open-minded in the fu- 
ture, less blind-folded.”

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Nijinsky’s Writings: Dancer’s Obsessions on Display

P ARIS— On Jan. 19. 1919, just hours 
before he danced in public for the 
last time, Vaslav Nijinsky began scrib- 
bling furiously in a notebook. 

Seven weeks later. Swiss doctors stud- 
ied four notebooks full of _ his writings 
and promptly interned him in a sanitari- 
um for the mentally ill. 

Nijinsky was only 29 at the time, and 
while his fame as the greatest dancer of 
his time never faded, he lived the last 31 

years of his life in seelu- 

sion and incoherence. 

His notebooks con- 
tained his final words 
addressed to the world. 

Until now, they have 
never been made public 
in a complete form. 

In 1936, Nijinsky's 

Hungarian wife. Ro* — 

moia, authorized an ex- 
purgated English translation. In 1953. 
Editions Gallmiard came out with a still 
more bowdlerized French version. But 
even after Romola Nijinsky died in 1978. 
her daughters, Kyra and Tamara, re- 
fused to release the full text. 

Two years ago, Tamara Nijinsky re- 
lented. persuaded by a French writer.

two called “Life,” the third called 
“Death” — as well as four letters from 
among the poems and other writings 
found in the fourth notebook. An Eng- 
lish-language edition of “Notebooks” 
will be published by Farrar. Straus & 
Giroux, probably next year. 

Much of the text reads like a stream of 
consciousness dominated by a series of 
fixations, including Nijinsky’s identifica- 
tion with God and Jesus Christ, his love 
of humanity, his concern for feelings, his 
distaste for eating meat, his disdain for 
money, his wife’s curi- 
" osiiy about his writing 

and his need to confess 
his sexual habits. 

Writing just weeks af- 
ter the end of World 
War I, he also repeated- 
ly denounced the Brit- 
ish prime minister, Da- 
vid Lloyd George, as a 
warmonger and praised 
ideal, Woodrow Wtl- 
rench president. Georges 
as men of peace. “Now 


in St, Moritz, “f am not going to dance 
while ray stomach is fuH” he wrote. “I 
will dance when everything is calm-” 
After the performance, he said he 
danced nervously on purpose. 

“The public doesn’t understand artists 
who are not nervous.” he explained. “I 
was nervous because God wanted to ex- 
cite the public. People came to amuse 
themselves. They thought 1 was dancing 
to amuse them. 1 danced terrible things. 
They were afraid of me because they 
thought 1 wanted to kin them.” 

In her own memoirs, Romola Nijinsky 
recalled that he danced as if consumed 
the war that bad just ended. 


He brought to life before our eyes all 
of human suffering.” she wrote. “He cre- 


ated the impression of floating over a 
mass of dead bodies. The horrified pub-

same wavelength,” A-liss Nijinsky re- 
called. “He too wanted to show the hu- 
man being, the creature of God. and not 
just the dancer." 

Now. with publication of Nijinsky's 
unexpurgated “Notebooks" in France by 
Editions Acies Sud, the pain, turmoil 
and obsessions that accompanied his 
slide toward insanity can at last be fully 
measured. Indeed, in his writings, he 
acknowledged that many people already 
considered him to be mad. 

His expressed intention, though, was 
for his words to become a book. And 
hoping to find a publisher, he took his 
notebooks when he traveled from his 
temporary home in the Swiss ski resort of 
St. Moritz to Zurich on March 4. 1 9 1 9, to 
see a “nerve doctor." He was never to 
write again. 

The version published here this 
month, translated from the Russian by 
Dumais-Lvowski and Galina Pogojeva. 
comprises three notebooks — the first

Less surprisingly, he poured scorn on 
Sergei Diaghilev, the Russian impresario 
who took the 19-year-old Nijinsky as a 
lover and made him the star of his Ballets 
Russes. 

Five years later, when Nijinsky left to 
marry Romola de Pulszky, Diaghilev 


threw him out of his dance company and 
tried to destroy his career. Nijinsky 
wrote: “1 loved nim sincerelv and, when 


he told me that the love of women was a 
terrible thing, I believed him.” 

Yet in another section, he suggested he 
felt differently, describing in detail how 
he would slip away from Diaghilev and 
roam the streets of Paris looking for 
young prostitutes. 

He also mocked Diaghilev, who by 
then had adopted Leonide Massine as 
his new lover, star dancer and choreogra- 
pher. “Diaghilev dyes his hair not to look 
old.” Nijinsky wrote. 

“Diaghiiev's hair is white. He buys 
black paste and rubs it on his hair. 1 
would see it on his pillow, which would 
be stained black." 

Nijinsky made only occasional refer- 
ences to his career, although he started 
his diary just hours before he was to 
perform'for charity at the Hotel Suvretta 


tic seemed stunned with amazement.'' 
Nijinsky himself wrote that be knew how 
the public would react to the dance he 
had created, “The public wants to be 
shocked,” he said. 

“1 know how to shock the public, 
which is why I am certain of success.” 
Yet just as he caused an uproar in Paris 
in 1913 with his revolutionary choreog- 
raphy to Stravinsky's “Sacre du Prin- 
temps,” Sl Moritz seemed unprepared 
for him that night six years later. 

Even then, he expected to continue 
dancing. “They won't put me away in an 
asylum because I dance very well and I 
make lots of money for those who want 
it,” he wrote. “People like eccentrics, 
which is why they leave me alone, saying 
1 am a crazy clown.” 

As he was preparing to leave for Zu- 
rich. he appeared to know his life would 
change. He wrote that his wife had told 
him to tell his daughter Kyra, who was 4, 
that he would never return. And, on the 
Anal page, he wrote: “I will go now . . . 
I am waiting ... I don’t want to." 

Tamara Nijinsky, who came to Paris 
from her home in Arizona to help publi- 
cize “Notebooks,” said she understood 
why her mother censored the 1936 ver- 
sion of the book. 

“He wrote about politicians who were 
still remembered,” she said. “There were 
sexually explicit things and she was 
probably prudish. Also my father was 
alive, and she wanted to perpetuate the 
myth that he was O. K. Even near the 
end. she would write to us saying he was 
fine.”
